Children has been so brief that we 
can hardly expect it to have re- 
sulted in any radical change in 
the conditions under which sume 
children are living in this Colony, 
There is a great deal of exploratory 
work to be done before we can hope 
to achieve anything substantial. 

The Society in Hongkong was 
founded in January. 1930, and 1 
may say that its effective life began 
in Aurust, 1930, with the uppoint- 
ment of its first Inspector. In the 
following twelve months — the 
Society was called on to investigate 
173 vases, which affected the wel- 
fare of 258 children. The most 
outstanding fact that has been 
gleaned from the first year's ex- 
perience is the amount of poverty 
which exists in‘this Caleny and for 
which there is no organised relief. 
Eliminating those enses In which 
the income is such a substantial 
sum as $60 2 month, and those 
cases in which we did not ascertain 
the income, we find, fn the remuin- 
ing 140 cases, that the family in- 
come was under $3.60 per head per 
month, out of which, the members 
of the family had to find clothing, 
food sind lodging. 

‘ Utterly Destitute. 

In 92 cages the Society found that 


the parents were utterly destitute 
and had no income whatever, and 
in 40 cases the family income work- 
ed out at under $2.60 per head, 
that {s about GO cents per week, 
a trifle under half what I under- 
stand you pay for your -tiffin 
here, to support an individual for 
the whole of the week, One has 
to bear in mind the fact that, 
among th: very ‘peor, employment 
it not regular, and much of it is 
merely casual labour and the fn- 
come, such as it is, is preearious. 
The ndult life, 1 think, must always 
e overshadowed by the fear of 
sickness and unemployment. For 
the child it undoubtedly means, as 
a rule, life in a conested tenement 
house and nothing but the strects 
ag playgrounds, and all too fre- 
quently {Insufficient food to build up 
any reserves ugainst disease, 

The Society is, charged by its 
constitution with the duty of pro- 
tecting the interests of the young, 
and it is the duty of the Society 


to ensure, at least,. that the young‘ 


do not suffer ‘from starvation. Re- 
cognising that duty the Society has, 
during the past seven -months, 
evanted food to 61 families. These 
grants of food were not indis-

Crime Not Necessary. 


With regard to the deportation [ 


ordinunce, Mr, Fitzrey contended 
it-was a civil matter up to and un- 
til a person returned from deporta- 
tion, when ft became criminal, be- 
cause there was no reason why 2 
man to be deported should be guilty 
of any crime whatever. ft might 
be so but it was-not necessurily so. 

Mr. Fitzroy quoted Many au- 
thorities on the question of iNegal 
arrests, when he frankly admitted 
that they were not in favaur of tho 
Crown. . 

He then referred-to section V of 
the Deportation Ordinance,’ 1917, 
which reads:—So svon us ‘con- 
veniently may be after the issue 
of any deportation order issued 
under the provisions of this Ordin- 
ance, the Captain Superintendent of 
Police shall cause a copy ef such 
deporation order to be ser- 
ved og the iperson against whom 
it is made and such person shall 
he thentaken into custody if on 
bail or otherwise at large, -ind if 
already In custody such 
shall remain in-custody and shall 
be, in either. case, deemed to be 
under lawful arrest and in lawful 
custody until he leaves the Colons. 

A New Turn. 

Counsel said the proceedings 
took «a new turn on August 16 when 
a new deportation order was made 
and served, and the question would 
arise us to whether that order was 
valid or not. Tf that order was 
valid it did not matter what the 
Crown's position wae before the 

Mth. and it did not matter whether 
suai wns illegally detained before 
that date or not. His submission 
was that the second order was 
good and, on section five, from the 
moment of the service, Sung was 
assumed to be in lawful custody 
with lawful arrest. That being so 
their Lordship’s had no power to 
discharge him, 

In his reply, which was brief, 
‘Mr. Jenkin submitted, with regard 
to the order of August 15, that 
their Lordships could not construe 
section five to run counter ‘to the 
decisions which bad been quoted 
by Mr. Fitzroy, which were to the 
effect that they could not make 
sod lawful custody by the sbtain- 
ing of a valid writ or warrant, or 
a ovalid power to detain, even 
purporting ta be granted 
Statute Law.

Every country in the world 
which has an adequate supply of 
machines (and which country has 
not?) will have it in its power to 
send out squadrons of such "planes 
piloted only by gleaming instru- 
menta, ; 

Beam systems, which send out 
their waves ina straight dine, will 
be useful here, for the ‘planes can 
be made to keep strictly within 
their pencil path. .

To give you one instance of this 
there was a woman Hving in Kow- 
Joon who was Jeft destitute by her 
husband's death and she had four 
children, When the case was! ree 
ported to ua they were absolutely 
without means of any kind, A 
member of the Society brought the 
case to bur notice and contributed, 
towards the licence while we pald 
for the atock. Through our In- 
xpector we aecured an apprentice- 
ship for the eldest child and jot a 
younger one placed in school, At 
Jenst they now have enongh to live 
on. 

No Parents or Relatives. 


In other casex we find destitute 

children fn the “Colony — without 
elther parents or relatives, In 
these cases it has been the policy 
of the’ Society, particularly if the 
children are Hongkony born, to try 
and get them into some institution 
where they will be etlucated, and 
where they will learn a trade nnd 
xrow into useful members of the 
community, This bas been done in 
gyome cases during the past seven 
months, An instance of this was 
shen the police one day broryeht 
eThiy olfice a half-naked and halfs 
starving boy who bad been sleep. 
ing under.the verandahs in Nathan 
Htoad. We bid no relatives in the 
Colony and, he was subsisting on 
what he could beg, Ia hag been 
placed in the St. Louis Industriat 
School and maintained there by the 
Society. 

The Secretary for Chincae Affaire 
nent a boy to ua recently whose 
father had been killed in an ace 
eldent, and this boy was wholly 
destitute, That) boy was also 
placed in the St, Louis Iridustrial 
Schon where he is learning car- 
pentry, and [think he will make his 
way in the world, 


Outeast Tapers. 


Referring to ane of the out of 
fhe ordinary cases, in which we 
found it necessary to place both 
child and parent in the care of an 
institution, it was the case of a 
woman who was suféring from 
leprosy, and her son, 16 years’ old, 
was also affected by the same dis- 
cause. That cnse was reported to 
the Society when these two people 
were living as outensts in a sutte 
of utter destitution in a very mean 
matyhed on a shore near one of our 
bays. Through the kind .offices of 
Mr. Wolfe arrangements were mado 
for them to be removed to a leper 
colony, and the Soclety $4 maintain. 
ing them there. 

The question of obtaining 
medical attention is one of the most 
important to the Society. During 
the past year weshave obtained 
medical attention for children in 66

Hospital Accommodation, 


While f speak of medical atten- 
tion for children 1 should like to 
take this opportunity of auestion- 
ing whether we have sufficient oe- 
commodution in the hospitals In 
this Colony for the children — of 
this Colony.: I don't like statistics 
any more than you da, but one must 
gel atatiatical otherwise one can- 
not xrasp the subject. We have 
not the result of the present year’s 
census so I am driven back to the 
1921 census In which sve find the 
following: figures. Children of the 
aye ten years..and. under, . 64,000 
(Chinese children only) ; under the 
age of five yeara, 43,000, At that 
time the death rate was Btated to 
be 296 per thousand in the first 
year of birth. 

Let us look at the position as it 
wag'in June last. The number of 
beds and cots — avallable in’ this 
Colony for children was 160, and 
‘this includes 120 in the Frénch 
Hospital and in the Founding 
Homé of the Sacred Heart. 

This works out at one bed per 
400 children; Neither I nor anybody 
elxe can tell you the precise ratio 


who. died, Thero was na further 
2,500 children who died under the 
age of five yenrs, Thnt, I think, 
xives some indication that the avail- 
able hospital accommodation. is nat 
There. is another in- 
dicntton, if It fa noted, and that ia 
the great number of = children’s 
hodies whieh ave found yearly, 
dumped «In the streets of the 
Colony. ot . . 

A little while ago one of our 
Inspectors went round to ace n cuse 
and found that the child had died 
and had been buried. She asked 
the. parents what was the matter 

ith the child and the reply was 
“nothing serlous.” 1 think: untess 
we are prepared to accept the stand- 
point ofthese parents that there in 
nothing serfous the matter in 8,500 
children dying in one year, we are, 
I think, forced to the other alter- 
native and thnt ia that the hospital 
accommodation in this Colony for 
children ix wholly inadequate for 
the needs, 


Some Bedspaces, 


I should, perhaps, qualify the 
figures T have siyen ns to the num- 
her of beds available by siiying, that 
there are a certain number of bed- 
spi available in the adult wards 
but. are not ascertainable and 
entirely dependent on the demands 
of the adulta, One thing fins been 
done during the last two months 
to cincrense the rccommotlation. 
In July the Chinese Sisters of the 
Precious Blood opened a xmall hoa- 
ital with accommodation for ap: 
proximately 40° children, 'The 
Hongkong Society for the Protec- 
tion of Children gave a jorant of 
$1,000 towards the {initial expenses 
of that hospital, and during the 
post month it hag also undertaken 
to'spend a further $800 on what the 
Medical Officer regards ox essential 
equipment. 

[t appears to me that the Colony 
is faced with two. alternatives: in 
the case of sick children. One is 
to provide really first-class medical 
and hospital accommodation, — to 
educate the parents as to the value 


lof these, and possibly ultimately to 


compel them in all cases of neces- 
sity to make use of them. The 
other alternative is to ignore the 
sickness of the children and dis- 
poxe of their bodies. The Jatter 
policy Is cheaper but | think you 
will agree with me that humanity 
demands the former. pane 

I read in the papers, and | heard 
to-day with great. pleasure, that 
this Society is taking an active in- 
terest In children’s: playgrounds, A 
few days ago I was reading a book 
entitled “The. Delinquent Child,” 
and it may interest you to know 
that in the London area the figures 
show very clearly that the incidence 
ratio of delinquency is highest in 
those areas In which there are the 
fewest facilities for recreation for 
children.

You cannot remedy these 
things without money and unless 
there is public opinion behind, and 
here, Rotarians can be of the 
xrentest value to the ‘community, 
So far na our society fs concerned 
our work cannot continuc/and de- 
velop as {it should unless it has the 
backing of publie opinfon, and 
financial help. We started | In 
August lust year with one In- 
apector; in July we took on another 
Inspector. Up to that lime we had 
heen averaging 20 cases a month 
In July we had 35 cases and in 
Augnat the figure went up to 6d.

Financial Matters.

Yesterdny 1 received a letter 
from the Sep¢retary of the Sew 
Territorie’ Medien!

BIG COLLECTIONS IN 
JAPAN. 


Nanking, Sept. 2. 

The Government has been. in- 
formed that the Flood Rellef Com-

A certain percen- 
tage of the Government salaries, 
including those of tenchera at the 
Government schools and. officials 
at the Kuomintang, will “be re- 
tained and contributed towards the
